In view of the prevalence of small-
pox In Philadelphin this winter, the
Trustess und Faculty of the Univer-
slty of Penmsylvanka sre taking every
prevaution to prevent this dreadful
tlsense fron takiog a foothold nmong
those connected with the institution.
While no one hus yet beon stricken
with smallpox st Pennsylvania, and
while the hewith of the student body
Is considernbly nhove the aversge,
no chanees are being taken. Every
student and every member of the
teathing foree and all others connect-
ed with the institution muost, by
specinl order of the Trastoes, exhibit
avidence sutisfuctory W the dean of
eath departioeut that he or she has
been successfully vaeclnnted within
five years, or present evidence that
he or ghe in capable of suecessful vie-
cination. Anyong who hus failed (o
comply with this requirenent will be
sxctuded from all depariments of the
University after Decembor 24th.

The result of this resolution has
heen practically thut the only ooes
who remieln onvaccinated are thom:
who left for the holldays before being
alle to eoniply with the wishes of
the trustees.

In the clrcumstancss, It seomsy us If
the horse: show might well be supple
mented by some sort of an exhibition
enloulated to edocete the puplie in
the mutter of treting horses decent-
ly. Perbaps it would be Interesting
to. exhibit some of the owoers of
these horses with thé burr bits In
thelr mouths, belog driven about by
people who understand the business
of using the dinbolical instruments.

The burr In guestion is 2 cireular
lenther pad, with the inside covered
with little =Uff Dbristics, nalls or
serewn,  This thing Is put on the bit
a0 thut the spikes touch the home's
cheek, and the slightest pressure on
the relo or movement of the head
eauses the burr to prick the skin,
gl the horse starts and pranees with
paln and leritation.  This s supposed
to give n mettlesome and stylish ag-
pearancs ln the turnout,

Undoubtedly, there ia o superfleial
ressnbliance between  the nutwisl
friskiness of & spiritod horse and the
neryous Jumps of one tortured by
contrivances of this kind, but Jt does
not tanke w vary keen observer to see
the differenes. It seoms almost oo
mwich to befiove that clvilizad homean
belngs éan deliberately onnent a
seositive and helples animal Io
this fushion, but th: buer bit 18 proof
thut they do.
